Indianapolia. Jan. 30.—W ith the ad j 
jourum cnt of the annual convention j 
of the United Aline W orkers of Amor* 
lea it develops that the big meeting 
has cost the m iners som ething like 
$100,000. 
Over $12,000 has been es 
pended for railroad fare alone. 
The 
report of the com m ittee on constitu 
t.lon brought out the fact thai Pres! 
dent John Mitchell has been receiving 
but $1,500 a year and expenses for 
his services. 
He is regarded as one 
of the leading union labor men of the 
world. 
Besides tieing leader of the 
largest body of organised laborers, he 
Is prom inent in the National Civic 
Federation movement that is striving 
to solve the 
problem of averting 
strikes and lockouts by arbitration. I 
The miners raised M itchell's salary 
to $1.80©, but it was rem arked by 
many that he should be receiving five 
times that much. 
The scale now binding the miners 
and operators of Pennsylvania. Indi 
ana. Ohio and Illinois—the states that 
sign the com petitive agreem ent—may I 
not be m aterially changed at the joint 
conference. 
Many of the miners, it is 
believed, would be willing to work 
for the wages they now receive, pro­ 
viding they should be paid on a run 
of-mlne basis. 
W hether or not run 
of-mlnc shall be substituted for the 
Screen is likely to be the principal 
contention at the joint conference 
The pr< sent agreem ent wgs made in 
this city two years ago. and wa? 
i* adopted at Columbus, G„, last year 
after much discussion 
The miners this tim e have prepared 
a demand for an adv ir.ee of IO per 
cert on run f-infn*- t-rsi*. although 
many thought tis* a higher demand 
should be presented. 
The operators 
are indicating, from reports that have 
been received since the m iners’ con 
vent ton began, th at they will demand 
a reduction of IO per cent, so it I 
thought that there may be a eotnpro 
mise by which the present wages 
with alterations as to the run-of-mlne 
proposition, may !>e allowed to con 
tlnue for another year. 
It is not likely that any scale will 
br fixed in this city for the anthracite 
miners, as It would accomplish Doth 
ing. inasmuch as the anthracite oper 
ntors do not come to the city for the 
joint conference. 
It Is understood 
that the national executive board, tc 
which power was given to arrange a 
Joint conference with the anthracite 
miners and to call a strike either; 
sectional or general if necessary tc 
enforce recognition, will have a meet 
fng in Indfknapolis Immediately after 
the adjournm ent of the convention for 
the purpose of taking up the anthra 
cite situation. 


Trustees o f C arnegie Institute D e­ 
ceive Deed o f Gift. 
W ashington, Jan. 80,—An adjourned 
m eeting of the trustees of the Car­ 
negie Institution was held at the state 
departm ent yesterday afternoon and 
a long step was taken toward perma­ 
nent organization and the initiation of 
work of the institution. 
Abram S. 
Hew itt of New York called the m eet­ 
ing to order and Secretary Hay ypas 
elected tem porary chairm an and Mr. 
Charles D. W alcott, tem porary sec­ 
retary. 
W illiam E. Dodge of New 
York was elected to the board to fill 
a vacancy caused by the declination 
of ex-President Cleveland, who sent a 
letter regretting his inability to serve. 
After the roll call. Andrew Carnegie 
made a brief addi ca, presenting the 
deed of gift. 
The deed itself recites in substance 
as follows: 
That Andrew Carnegie 
deems it his duty and highest privi­ 
lege to adm inister the wealth which 
has come to him as a trustee in be­ 
half of others, and entertaining the 
belief that the best means of dis­ 
charging that trust is by extending 
the opportunities for study and re­ 
search in our country, he transfers to 
the trustees named $10,000,000 of reg 
lstered 5 per cent bonds of the United 
States Steel corporation. 
This gift 
is to be held in trust, the income to 
be expended Sn founding in W ashing­ 
ton an institution to co-operate with 
those now or hereafter established 
and in the broadest and most liberal 
m anner encourage Investigation, re 
search and discovery, show the appli­ 
cation of knowledge to the improve­ 
m ent of mankind, and afford instruc­ 
tion of an advanced character to Btu 
dents 
properly 
qualified 
to 
profit 
thereby. 
After accepting the deed of gift the 
trustees proceeded to adopt by-laws, 
and then elected the following offi­ 
cers: 
Chairman of the board of tn is 
tees. Abram H ew itt: vice chairm an,1 
Dr. J. 8. Billings; secretary, Charles 
D. Walcott. 
Dr. Daniel C. Gilman 
late of Johns Hopkins university, was 
elected president of the Carnegie In­ 
stitution.

Htatpnirnt Made By 
the MN'rriarT ol War. 
W ashing on, Jan SA,—For an hour 
yesterday the senate had under dis 
cussion tho question whether a cen 
aorship of press dispatches exists in 
Manila.

lied. 
The secretary of war was quot 
ed as saying that no press censorship 
now existed In the Philippines, andj 
a letter from General Greeley, chiel 
signal officer of the army, was pre 
sented by Mr. Beveridge of Indiana 
making the statem ent officially that 
there was no censorship of press dis 1 
patches and that "the press is en 
tirely free." 
It was contended by the 
opposition that a press censorship did 
exist in the Philippines and that cop 
lea of every news dispatch filed with 
the cable company was filed with the 
military authorities. 
That, It was 
m aintained, construed a virtual cen 
sorshlp.

The Hague, Jan. 30.—It is announc­ 
ed on authority here th at the Dutch 
note to Great Britain after rehearsing 
the earn- st concern of that govern-! 
nu ut at the prolongation of hostilities 
In South Africa, offered its good of 
flees In bringing them to a close. 
To 
this turd Holland asked w hether O rca' 
Britain would be willing to perm it a 
Dutch commission to proceed to South 
Africa to enlighten the Boer leaders 
in the field as to the ret! position of 
affairs, and more especially since it is 
understood that 
there la not the 
slightest chance of Intervention on the 
part of any European nower and that 
the prolongation of hostilities is use­ 
less, if the brave struggle can serve 
no further good purpose. It is further 
said that the Dutch government ex 
pressly announces in this note that 
it possesses no authorization w hatso 
ever from the Boer leaders, either In 
Europe or South Africa, to take this 
suggested step, but that It appeals to 
Great Britain on the ground of com 
mon humanity, for m ilitary perm it 
aion for the Dutch commission to ac 
complish its mission of peace.

W ashington. Jan. 30.—The state de^ 
partm ent is disposed to attribute the * 
failure of the negotiations looking to 
the release of Miss Stone to the news 
papers. The recent arrangem ents for 
her release have com pletely miscar 
rid, a body of Turkish troops guided, i 
it is stated, by the finger of the press, 
having appeared near the scene of the 
arranged surrender 
and caused the 
captors to seek cover.

W ashington, Jan. 30.—The navy de­ 
partm ent has made public Admiral 
Schley's appeal, delivered to the pres­ 
ident about a week ago. 
The de­ 
partm ent’s ‘‘com m ent’’ will be pub­ 
lished in a day or two. 
Admiral Schley appeals to the pres­ 
ident as the chief executive and com- 
mander-in-chlef of the army and navy, 
"vested with power to regulate and 
direct the acts of the several execu­ 
tive officers thereof,” and he asks that 
the president review the findings of 
the court. 
He asks this on three 
grounds. In each case basing bis ap­ 
peal on the findings of Admiral Dewey 
as opposed to the m ajority report. 
These three grounds are set out com 
pendlously in the ' petition.’' which 
fills about eight printed pages of a 
pam phlet and is signed by Admiral 
Schley, and by Messrs. Rayner, Park­ 
er and Teague of his counsel. 
At­ 
tached to the petition are three ex­ 
hibits. each made up of copious ex­ 
tracts from the testim ony taken by 
the court of inquiry and intended to 
confirm the statem ents of fact made 
in the petition itself. 
The first ground of the appeal is 
in reference to the indorsem ent of 
Secretary Long, approving the finding 
of the court and rendering no opinion 
on the questions of command and 
credit for the victory. 
The president 
ic. asked to annul this indorsem ent 
and approve Admiral Dewey's state­ 
m ent declaring Schley in command, 
the petitioner saying that only in this 
way can exact justice be done him.

W ashington, Jan. 30.—The Republic 
can members of the ways and mean* 
comm n tee held a private conferenc* 
last night and decided to fram e a bill 
foi the reduction of war revenue taxes 
before proceeding further with the 
subject of Cuban reciprocity. 
Chair­ 
man Payne at once called a meeting 
of the full com m ittee for today, when 
work on the war revenue reduction 
bill will begin. 
No draft of a bill bas 
been 
prepared 
by 
the 
Republican 
members, but it is pretty fully under­ 
stood that the m ajority is prepared 
to favor a measure 
effecting very 
large reductions, am ounting practi­ 
cally to a repeal of the entire war 
taxes, and aggregating about $68,- 
000,900. 
The restriction of recent 
hearings to beer and tea led to the 
belief that reductions m ight be con­ 
fined to these two articles, but the 
sentim ent of 
the m ajority now ap­ 
pears to be favorable to a much larger 
reduction. 
At the conference yester­ 
day It was the prevailing view that as 
Cuba had b*-en the caus*- for incurring 
the war revenue tax and the burden 
should be removed from this country 
before considering tho extent of relief 
to be granted to Cuba. 
Th 
question 
of what percentage of reduction in 
tariff rates could be made for Cuba 
was not considered at the meeting 
last night, owing to the determ ination

This was at Malmnison in 1802. 
In 
May the conseil d’etat was Invited to 
consider the project of the institution 
of the Legion of Honor. 
It was ridi­ 
culed by many, notably by Moreau, 
who as victor of Ilohenlinden was bit­ 
terly jealous of the victor of Marengo. 
At a dinner party he sent for his cook 
and said to him in the presence of his 
guests: “Michel, I am pleased with 
your dinner. 
You have Indeed distin 
gullied yourself. 
I will award you a 
saucepan of honor.” 
Mme. de Stael 
was also satirical upon the subject. 
“Ah, one of the decorated?” she used 
to ask each guest who was shown Into 
her salon. 
But Napoleon had gauged human na­ 
ture correctly. 
His Legion of Honor 
did meet a felt want, and it was defi­ 
nitely Inaugurated on July 14. 1804. 
Among the eminent men of science 
and men of letters on whom it was 
then bestowed were Included Laplace, 
the mathematician; Lalnnde, the as­ 
tronomer; Cuvier, the naturalist, and 
Legouve, the poet. 
The most notable 
name omitted was that of Bernardin 
de St. Pierre, just then In disgrace for 
championing Mme. de Stael, whom Na 
poleon had banished, but he got the 
decoration later on the entreaty of 
Queen Hortense. 
After Jena Gdetlie was decorated. A 
little later high promotion iii the order 
was given to General Lamarque, to

Naples had him exchanged for a Nea­ 
politan general who was a prisoner in 
Sicily.” 
“Very well; there is no harm 
In letting this English colonel go. He 
is not dangerous.” 
It seems not un­ 
likely that Sir Hudson Lowe remem­ 
bered this sarcasm when he was Na­ 
poleon’s jailer a few years afterward 
After Napoleon’s downfall the ques 
tion of suppressing the Legion of Hon- 
or arose. Chateaubriand, whom Napo­ 
leon had not decorated, strongly urged 
Its abolition. So did l’uzzo di Borg©. 
Marshals Victor, Manumit and Mac­ 
donald opposed. After debate It was 
decided to recognize and retain the or­ 
der. not on any high moral or patriotic 
grounds, but because Ixiuis XVIII, 
could not afford to make himself more 
unpopular than lie was already by 
stripping people of their decorations. 
Chateaubriand and Lamartine consent­ 
ed to accept the red ribbon, but it was 
also conferred upon a great number of 
worthless personages aud so brought 
Into contempt. 
There have been many Legion of 
Honor scandals since those days, but 
one of them surpasses all the others In 
magnitude. This is, of course, the Wil­ 
son scandal, the history of which, 
though Intricate, is worth recaning. 
The trouble may be said to have be­ 
gun on the day ou which Mile. Aliee 
Grevy fell in love with an opera singer 
who need not be mentioned bere. He 
wanted to marry her, and she wanted 
to marry him, and the papers were be­ 
ginning to couple the two names in a 
manner most embarrassing to t Le pres­ 
ident of tile republic. The president, 
however, sent the opera singer al>out 
his business and found his daughter 
another husband, not a very good hus­ 
band, but the best husband he could 
procure on the spur of the moment 
His choice fell upon M. Daniel Wilson, 
who had long been one of M. Grevy’s 
political supporters and was a financier 
of some mark. 
No sooner was M. Wilson established 
at the Elysee than he proceeded to en­ 
rich himself by various means. Among 
other things, he founded a paper called 
Le Monlteur de l’Exposition Unlver- 
selle, which really covered a traffic in 
decorations. 
The whole story came 
out in a state trial toward the end of 
1887. 
It was proved that Wilson had 
made a regular practice of selling the 
Legion of Honor, or, rather, of invit­ 
ing people who wanted It to bribe him 
to use his influence to obtain It for 
them. 
His overtures were presented 
through his jackals, Generals d’Aud­ 
ion and Cafferel and Mules. Limousin 
and ltatazzl, and the whole party bad 
to stand In the dock together. 
I 
Wilson was sentenced to two years’ 
Imprisonment, a fine of 3,000 francs 
and five years’ deprivation of civil 
rights. 
Ile appealed, and the court of 
cassation annulled the judgment. The 
accused, said the judges, was obvious 
j ly guilty of everything that he was 
charged with, but as his offenses were 
not anticipated by any punitive law be 
could not be punished. 
So he retired 
to the country and tried to live down 
his bad name. 
As he ultimately got 
himself elected consciller general, one 
must suppose that he succeeded In this 
object.—Pall Mall Gazette.
